ARRANGEMENT OF CLAUSES. 



As to Constructive or Parol Tenancies in respect of Land let for 
Agricultural Purposes.

Value whereof shall not exceed Four Pounds. 

30. Forms, Rules, and Regulations for carrying out this Act, so 
far as the same is within their Jurisdiction, shall from Time to Time 
be made by the Chairmen of the several Counties in Ireland, and 
such Forms, Rules, and Regulations shall he framed and made in 15 
the same Manner as the same are directed to be made by Chairmen 

of Counties under ! “ The Landed Property (Ireland) Improvement 
Act, 1860,” for and in respect of Proceedings and Matters in their 
Courts under that Act. 

31. This Act shall he cited for all Purposes as “ The Laud Tenure 20 
(Ireland) Act, 1866.” 
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
